Many a young lady, tenderly raised 
like a house plant, at the North, wi th the hectic 
flush on her pale and emaciated cheek is ad¬ 
vised to flee to the south, where perhaps, she 
can keep school or teach in a private family — 
Now young miss! do you think the southern 
people wish to become nurses for the northern 
(yankee) young ladies—however beautiful and 
accomplished ? Tis true, if you are in health, 
have a pretty face, an easy address, and a be¬ 
witching smile, you may ««catch" a southern 
planter— especially a bachelor or a widower. But 
recollect, when you marry a southern planter, 
you plunge into a labyrinth of trouble, care and 
anxiey. You not only become the mistress of 
the house but the chief nurse of all thc sick 
negroes, and if you have any sympathy of heart 
you wUl often see and feel all the beauties of 
the « peculiar institutions of the south.” 

A physician remarked to me, a short time 
since, that the southern climate was partiularly 
unfavorable for persons subject to any complaint 
or derangement of the stomach and bowels. How 
many of my dearly loved young friends from 
the north have fallen early victims of this insid¬ 
ious disease. Here is every thing to tempt the 

| appet.te, and thus, where labor is disreputable 

and indolence and sedentary habits prevail- 
Death rides a bold horse and dashes wildly along 
our streets. At night and through the winter, 
the atmosphere is very humid and chilling—the 
walls of our houses, our bedding, our clothes 
ecome very damp—mid I have often heard 
persons say, they have suffered as much from ' 
the cold here as at the north. All kinds of ' 
hard ware and cutlery become rusty and ruin- 1 
ed in a very short time, unless special attention !
